An .Emperor'* Attic. 


The winter palaco of the czar sur- 


passes any other palace in Europe. It 
is on tho banks of the Neva and owes 
its existence to tho Empress Catherine 
II, that most extraordinary woman, ex-1 
traordinary in ability and in vice, the 
surprise of all her contemporaries anfl 
the wonder of all -who have (jhidiBcl. her 
character. The building is iotir stories 
high, of a light brown color uricl highly 
ornamental in architecture. It is a 
Wilderness of halls, stairways and 
apartments. The Nicholas hall and the 
-St. Georgo'a hall will never be forgot- 
ten by those who have seou them. 


One of the most interesting rooms is 


that where Nicholas I died. It is in the 
upper story of the northeast corner of 
the building and is approached by four 
doors and finally by a narrow passage. 
It ia a small room, only about 38 feet 
long and 12 feet wide, with two small 
windows, smd is the j>lace where the 
emperor spent most of his time when 
not officially employed. It is the room 
in which he died, some say by poison 
administered by himself in a fit of mel- 
ancholy induced by the outcome of the 
Crimean war. The room remains just 
us he left it. Near tho center 13 a plain 
iron bedstead. Somo chairs and a few 
cheap pictures adorn the room, arid i\ 
dilapidated, down at the heel pair of 
slippers complete the furnishings of thev 
attic room in the palace.

A sciuutist, writing of tlic black iiolo 


ot Calcutta und its utmohptiuxT, snys: 


"On tho 80th ui: June, 175U, about 8 


o'clock in tho ovounig, 1-iO men were 
fun cil nt tbo poiu'u of the, bayonet iuto 
a cluiigcou 113 foot f<ixuive. They had 
bt'p'i Ijnt u lew minntch confined iu this 
inforiiL'l pi'ihou before every 0110 fell 
into a perspiration &o pvot'ut,e tbat no 
idp.i cau ho formed of it. This brought 
on ;i raging thirst, the most difficult 
respiration and an outrageous delirium. 
Sucli wus the horror of their situation 
thab every insult that could be devised 
against tbo guard without tiud all the 
opprobrious names tbe viceroy and his 
officers could bo loaded with were ro- 
poatod to provoke the guard tofiro upon 
thorn and terminate their sufferings. 
Beforo 11 o'clock tho same evening one- 
third of the inon wore dead, and before 
6 next morning pnjy 23 came out alive, 
but most of them in a high putrid fer 
ver. All these dreadful effects wore oc- 
casioned by the want of atmospheric 
air and by their breathing a super- 
abundant quantity of nitrogen emitted 
from their lungs.''

The stock of the Central P.ioiflo Rail- 


road Company has a !vnw"d iu New 
York from 17 to 23>£ u t h m?. This bas 
oaased much comment in financial ch- 
Oles, and it is believed that a plan has 
been perfected for the adjustment of 
tie company's 
indebtedness to the 


Government. 
Edward Hopkins, for- 


merly treasurer of the company, is 
kaown to be one of the purchasers of 
the stock and. he expects it to advance 
to 60 a share. Mrs. Jane Stanford if* 
said to have had an offer for all or a 
part of her 33,600 shares, but she ia not 
disposed to cell. 


The Examiner says several prominent 


San Francisco hankers have ventureo 
tbe opinion that the renewal of activity 
in Central Paoiflc stock after a pro- 
longed period of repose, indicated be- 
yond doubt that somebody knows that 
the Central Pacific people have sue 
oeeded in procuring the money neces- 
sary to pay what the road owes the 
Government, and to arrange tbe other 
bonded debts. 


The Central PaciBc stock is said to 


be divided between tbe Baobury Com- 
mittee, an incoiporated London com- 
pany, which owns 342,000 shares, or a 
majority, C. F. Huntington, who owns 
or 
controls 
about 
100,000 share?, 


a Holland syndicate, which has 125,000 
•hares, and some small owners in this 
ooantry and Europe. 


Under the recent Act of Congress, 


the Central Pacific must arrange with- 
in a year to pay all ifs indebtedness, 
principal and interest, to the Govern- 
ment within ten years, or foreclosure 
proceedings will be commenced by tbe 
Government and the property sold to 
the highest bidder. 
This will settle 


the railroad indebtedmess, and deter- 
mine who shall own the road. As it IP, 
with a debt of several millions on the 
property, and 1he question of owner- 
ship undetermined, ths company makes 
no effort to develop the resources of 
the country along the road. Once the 
indebtedness of the road is settled, 
whether by the present company or a 
new syndicate, selfish motives, if none 
other, will impel the owners to encour- 
age the development of tbe resources 
of the country tributary io the road, to 
increase its local business. As it is 
now, and as it has been for many years, 
the managers of the road have been 
endeavoring to create tbe impression 
that the road between Keno and Og- 
den, ia practically a bridge, with no lo- 
cal business. With the debt paid, or 
provided for, the new owners, whoever 
they may be, will have an interest in 
reclaiming tbe fertile valloys of tbe 
Hnmboldt and its tributaries and in 
developing '.he vast and varied mineral 
resources of tbe country for at lea«t 
one hundred and fifty miles north and 
south of the road. Speed the day 
when the ownership of tbe Central Pa 
oifio is finally determined as it will be 
the dawn of it new era for Nevada. 


WAN1*.l>— A SO 5 HKGOAT. 


The Chicago Record, one of the Ad 


ministration newspapers, publishes a 
picture of Secretary Alger, announc- 
ing at tbe top of bis voice the imme- 
diate wants of the Government. These 
are a scapegoat, one who will admit 
that he is responsible for unsanitary 
military camps; one who will say that 
be ia to blame for lack of medicines, 
nurses, surgeons, hospital cots and 
food for siek and wounded soldiers; 
one who will announce that be arranged 
to have returning troops starved on 
transports. 


The Administration also wants more 


red tape to tie up the months of army 
offlcerp, including the Commanding 
General, (Miles), and good reasons for 
court-martialing officers and others 
who are offensive to the Secretary of 
War. As there is about $30!),000,000 
available cash in the Treasury derived 
from the sale of interest-bearing bonds 
money is no object, and those who 
can supply the above badly needed 
wants of the Administration can name 
their own price.
